Upland cotton ginned in the United States prior to September 1 this season contained the largest 
proportion of grade 31 and higher White grades in 11 years, according to the Department of Agri- 
culture, Agricultural Marketing Service. These higher White grades accounted for over one-fourth 
of the total ginnings. The Light Spotted and other Colored grades comprised the smallest pro- 
portion of ginnings through August 31 in five years. Cotton stapling 34 and longer made up a 
Smaller percentage of this season's early ginnings than a year ago. Cotton miking in the 3.5-4.9 
base range represented 66 percent of ginnings against 80 percent last year. Fiber strength aver- 
aged 84,000 pounds per square inch compared with 82,000 pounds last season. 


White grades 31 and higher accounted for 28 percent of upland ginnings prior to September 1 this 
season. This is the largest percentage of ginnings in these higher grades since the 1963-64 sea- 
son and compares with four percent a year earlier. Grade 41, the predominant grade, made up 37 
percent of ginnings against 28 percent a year earlier. The percentage of ginnings in the White 
grades - 75 percent - was the largest in five years. The Light Spotted and other Colored grades 
were equivalent to 25 percent of this season's ginnings prior to September 1 compared with 46 per- 
cent last season. The grade index was 94.0 ( grade 31 = 100), the highest in seven years. 


Cotton stapling 34 and longer comprised 64 percent of upland ginnings prior to September 1 this 
season, a marked decrease from the 77 percent in these medium and longer lengths in the correspond- 
ing period a year ago. Staples 32 and 33, combined, were equivalent to 28 percent of total gin- 
nings, up from the 19 percent in last season's early ginnings. Cotton stapling 31 and shorter 
accounted for eight percent of ginnings through August compared with the record-low of four percent 
in these shorter lengths a year earlier. The average staple was 33.5 thirty-seconds inches com- 
pared with 33.8 thirty-seconds in the same period last season. 


Cotton ginned prior to September 1 this season totaled 544,000 running bales, according to the 
Bureau of the Census. This compares with 135,000 bales ginned to the same date last season and 
521,000 bales two years ago. Cotton ginned prior to September 1 this season was equivalent to four 
percent of the indicated 1974 crop against one percent a year earlier. Texas accounted for near- 
ly all of this season's early ginnings.
